For Clrcolt CItrk. 


The wording of the call for the 
election on the public school 
question which has been pub¬ 
lished has we learn caused some 
misunderstanding among the 
voters as to the smonnt of the 
tax which it is proposed to raise 
for the support of the school. 
The meaning of the order is that 
a tax not to exceed 50 cents on 
every $100 of property may be 
levied. From calculations made 
as to the expense of maintaining 
the school it is thought that the 
rate will be 25' to 80 cents per 
$100, certainly not over the latter 
figure. The rate will be fixed by 
the trustees when they are elec 
ted,provided the question carried 
and the lowest rate possible will 
be agreed on that will support 
the school. The question of in¬ 
creased tax is the only possible 
argument that that could be put 
in opposition to the establishing 
of the school and when every¬ 
thing is considered such as the 
increased value of property and 
other advantages to acrue, we 
don’t believe the grounds for 
opposition will stand. It is our 
intention between now and the 
election to /ally discuss this 
matter which we con aider one of 
the most important moves ever 
made for ths advancement of the 
best interests of the town and 
community.
